The Petrograd Children's Refugee 


Colony is housed in four old br.r- 
racks near the American Red Cross

Russian Island, near

the river to Choorkin, a small Siber- 
ian town.

One barracks is used as a dormi- 


tory for the girls, another for the 
boys, one for the kitchen, _dining 
room, dental office and superintend- 
ent's office and the fourth is divided 
into school rooms. 


Seven Russian women teachers, in 


whose care various groups of the chil- 
dren had been placed when they first 
left Petrograd, have 
accompanied 


them: through all of their travels and 
aronovv in the colony as teachers and 
supervisors. Six,more Russian- teach- 
ers are being secured who will make 
up the faculty.' The school will be 
conducted as a Russian school, the
